Chicago footwork and 
juke pioneer mourned by 
music, dance community

DJ Rashad, aka Rashad Harden, started out 
as a dancer in Chicago clubs and streetcor- 
ners, and turned into a pioneering producer. 
He helped usher in the next wave of dance 
music known as footwork. 

Harden, 34, of Calumet City, was found 
dead Saturday afternoon in an apartment on 
the West Side and pronounced dead shortly 
after. Narcotics and drug paraphernalia were 
found near his body police said. 

The DJ, who was scheduled to perform 
Saturday in Detroit, toured last year with ris- 


ing Chicago hip-hop MC Chance the Rap- 
per, who mourned Harden’s death on Twitter: 
“Music lost a legend today And he was my 
friend. Love you DJ Rashad. RIP.” 

Chicago now has lost two pioneering DJs 
from its hugely influential dance commu- 
nity in the last few weeks. Frankie Knuckles 
died March 31 after laying the foundation for 
house music in the late ’70s and early ’80s 
at his Warehouse club. Harden was one of 
the more recent innovators in a city and an 
African-American community notable for 
providing a blueprint for how people should 
move on the dancefloor. 

Harden was born Oct. 9, 1979, in Ham- 
mond, Ind. 

House and juke shaped the young Harden’s 
aesthetic, first as a dancer, then as a DJ who 


began crafting recordings that would inspire 
dancers to greater feats of daring. The juke and 
footwork beats were fast— 165 beats per min- 
ute, about 40 bpm faster than typical house 
music— and fired up dancers to battle for mon- 
ey or street fame. Speed and athleticism were 
at a premium as a dancer would break from 
the outer circle of onlookers to demonstrate 
rapid-fire steps such as the dribble, skate and 
bang. Dancers and DJs described the battles 
as a competitive sport as much as an art form. 

Whereas juke music was dense and verging 
on frantic, footwork offered a warped, strang- 
er and more spacious soundtrack— an avant- 
garde offshoot that began to find national 
attention when MTV aired Dude ’n Nem’s 
2007 single “Watch my Feet.” 

It was in this more esoteric realm that 


Harden excelled as a producer and recording 
craftsman, helping frame a scene and a sound 
alongside such artists as his frequent collabo- 
rator DJ Spinn and RP Boo. 

Last year, besides touring with Chance the 
Rapper and appearing at the Pitchfork Music 
Festival in Union Park, Harden released the 
acclaimed single “Let It Go” and a landmark 
footwork album, “Double Cup.” 

The constant touring and the increasing 
recognition of his artistry put DJ Rashad on 
the verge of a breakthrough, according to 
many fans of the scene. A new EP, “We on i,” 
was due Monday Now, it’s expected to coin- 
cide with a statement from his record com- 
pany mourning his death. 

He is survived by his son, Chad, 9; and his 
parents, Anthony and Gloria.

Control health care costs 
during allergy season

As they start sneezing, many Americans 
are finding out that their plans from phar- 
macy benefit managers Express Scripts 
Holding Co. and CVS Caremark Corp. 
no longer cover a slew of popular prescrip- 
tion asthma and allergy remedies. 

All of this can change what you pay out 
of pocket. Nasacort, for instance, now 
costs about $12 a bottle, so if your co-pay 
was $20, you will save. Same if you have a 
high co-pay for name-brand drugs but pay 
less for generics. 

To control costs during allergy season, 
experts offer these suggestions: 

Know why you sneeze 

‘Alot of people say, ‘I sneeze, therefore I’m 
allergic,’ ” said MikeTringale, a spokesman 
for the Asthma and Allergy Foundation of 
America. “You could be taking combina- 
tions of things that don’t work.” 

Products are numerous and varied, 
with costs ranging from $2 for a bottle of 
generic saline spray to $1,500 for a Miele 
HEPA vacuum cleaner. 

“You can easily go overboard and end 
up paying a bundle,” said Dr. Sakina Ba- 
jowala, a physician who runs the Kane- 
land Allergy and Asthma Center in North 
Aurora, 111 . 

You need to know your triggers to fig- 
ure out where to spend, she says. If your 
problem is dust mites, a HEPA air filter 
will not do much, but if you are allergic to 
pollen and mold, it could help. 

Experts suggest at least a yearly visit to 
a doctor and initial allergy testing. 

If you have specific, seasonal allergies, 
immunotherapy might save you money in 
the long run, despite a high up-front price, 
Bajowala says. 


Start before you sneeze 

Most people do not like to fire up a medi- 
cation routine until they absolutely need 
to, but starting your allergy regimen early 
has financial benefits. 

This season has been especially con- 
founding in much of the United States 
because of lingering cold weather. “It feels 
like winter to our skin, but it feels like 
spring to our sinuses,” Bajowala said. 

Bajowala generally recommends pa- 
tients start steroid sprays two weeks 
before symptoms typically strike and 
fast-acting antihistamines when the wa- 
terworks start. 

Fail and reapply 

If your insurance no longer covers your 
medication, you can appeal, but some 
companies will require you first to try the 
preferred medication and “fail” at it. 

Just one of Bajowala’s patients has ap- 
pealed to an insurance company— and was 
approved, she says. Several others decided 
just to pay out of pocket for what they 
wanted. The rest seem to be doing just fine 
on the generic alternative offered. 

When switching patients to a new 
medication, Bajowala tries to give them 
samples first to make sure it works, before 
they invest in a whole supply 

When it comes to coupons, pharma- 
cists might know best because they are 
more directly connected to payment, says 
Renata Taylor, Express Scripts’ pulmonary 
practice leader. There are also indepen- 
dent websites, like goodrx.com, that offer 
price comparisons at various pharmacies 
and link to coupons and special offers. 

Bajowala’s big advice for saving is to 
teach your kids to swallow pills because 
liquid medicine costs much more, she 
says. She taught her own kids at age 5. 

The secret? “Practice with Tic Tacs,” 
she said.
